FARM PRODUCE PRICES. 
A FORECAST,

The price of British Wheat has shown a 
slight advance during the month owing to 
the small supplies appearing on the market. 
The average price for the month, however, 
is lower -than for the corresponding period 
last year.” The main reason for this reduc- 
tion is the larger harvest secured this year 
in’ the Northern Hemisphere. This year's 
crops exceeded those of last year by eight 
per cent, (exclusive of Russia). The prices 
during the coming month will probably show 
a further rise 

Imported wheat has experienced an irre- 
gular demand, though the average price is 
slightly higher for the month. A further 
slight rise may be experienced during the 
coming month. This,  gagAN will not be 
maintained, owing to the excellent world 
harvests. Jn this connection it is interest- 
ing to note: that the area under wheat in 
Australia is 14 million acres. This is the 
largest area on record fo: that country, and 
is an increase of over two million acres on 
last year’s area. The Argentine crops are 
making good progress, and supplies of new 
crop are likely to appear in December. 

Best samples of malting barley have only 
been in moderate supply, and the best grades 
are commanding higher prices. Medium 
qualities are -experiencing an irregular 
market, while feed grades remain unchanged. 
Imported descriptions are in small: demand 
at lower prices. 

Argentine maize has been in steady demand 
at.. higher prices Shipments during the 
month’ have been small, and Continental 
buyers have been active. American maize 
prices have also advanced in sympathy. with 
Argentine. A further rise in price will be 
experienced during the present month. 

Oats have experienced a steady demand 
during the month, and prices are slightly 
higher. A further rise should be looked 
for during the present month. 

The price of British made linseed cake 
has advanced during the month, and with 
the improved demand a further. increase in 
price will be. experienced. 

Milling offals Nie met a steady demand, 
and prices wil] probably increase. 

There has been a good supply of fat cattle 
on offer.. Choice beasts sell readily at firm 
rates, though prices. for other grades are 


Fat sheep have been penned in good num- 
bers, and have met an active demand at 
higher prices. 

Best dairy cattle have met a good demand, 
and prices .are generally higher. Inferior 
grades, however, have been in less request, 
and recent prices have not been maintained. 

Store cattle are in limited request and 
price changes are negligible. ~~ 

A slightly improved demand has been ex- 
perienced at some centres for store pigs, and 
prices: are slightly higher. 

Store sheep have only been marketed in 
small numbers, and prices generally favour 
sellers. 

British butter has been in short supply, 
and prices are higher. 

Eggs are now becoming very scarce, and 
prices are considerably higher at all centres.

‘SIGN POSTS’ IN IRISH 
FARMING. 


WHAT PRICE FIGURES 
‘PROVE, 


Mr. Hogan’s vigorous defence of the policy 
now being. pursued in. this country by .the 


| Government— which runs parallel with current 


farming practice as based on Sedge 
have been worth making if only because it 
brings the student of Irish agriculture back to 
certain basic ‘facts tabulated and exponnded a 
couple of years ago by Mr. Thomas Barring- 
ton. No one who desites to understand Irish 
farming during the last two or three genera- 
tions can ignore these facts. We propose now 
to examine them independently in brief detail, 
and see whether the probable trend of condi- 
tions in the near. future points to. any alter- 
native plan to that propounded by the Minis- 
ter to the Dublin Chamber of Commerce last 
week—a policy which, we may remark inci- 
dentally, has been advanced in these columns 
for several‘ years. No examinaticn of the 
situation cag be made without figures, but we 
shall cite omly a few. The starting point of 
the investigation is 1840. The base figure for 
that year is 100; the comparable figures given 
are those for 1925, the index for which is 131. 
A few obvious facts must be remembered so 
as to avoid comparisons void of value being 
made through failure to adjust the present to 
the past.. Im 1840 Ireland had nearly twice 
her present population. The purchasing 
power of money mav well have stood at twice 
its present value. The standard of living of 


of oatmeal, milk and potatoes (most of these 
foodstuffs being raised at home) was, accord- 
ing to our present view of values, desperately 
low, 


Surveying Our Price Position. 


Now let. us survey the agricultural price 
position of 1925. Eggs hold the foremost posi- 
tion in the table of relative increases, being 
just five times the 1840 price. Store cattle 
(one-two year olds) fetched nearly four and a 
half times, and two to three-year-olds just 
over four times the 1840 price. Other agri- 
cultural commodities come in the following 
descending order — Potatoes (three and one- 
third times), butter, hay, beef, oats, barley, 
wheat and wool all above the 1840 price, but 
the last two below the index fixed by the 
table for 1925 (131), and thus scarcely to bo 
considered’ money-making commodities. Wool, 
however, dioes not stand alone. Mr. Rarring- 
tom's. figures do not cover sheep; but the 
mutton figure for 1925 is 269 avainst the 1840 
(100), so that wool; when considered as a byo- 
product, should not be written off as neces- 
sarily unprofitable. . 

But the vosition of wheat is even worse 
than Mr. ; Hogan asserted. . Ín only nineteen 
out of the eighty-two vears surveyed was its 
price position favourable when placed against 
the index number. The last of these 
years was 1881. Fifteen of these years, ‘t 
is worth noting, were anterior to the reneal 
of the Carn Laws. Now, to hring Mr. Bar- 
rington’s figures into closer relation tv farm- 
ing as a muitey-gaining industrv, they would 
need to be “weighted.” In the absence of 
weighting they can onlv be held to mark ten- 
dencies, .and to specify these tendencies 
clearly we would need te take some acccaint of 
the diffemence in standards of living. In the 
absence of accurate knowledge, we suggest 
that only those price values considerably 
higher’ than 131 can be safely locked 
upon as a “paving proposition.”” So calcu- 
lated. the certainly gainful ‘‘-crops”’ are. as 
Mr. Hogpn showed; the live stock group. Con- 
sidered in themselves, utter. the three 
cereals, beef and (worst of -all) wool, are 
doubtful; But butter, heef and wool: are an- 
cillary tgs the live stock industrv, the hinge 
to which is in the store cattle business ; and 
so we come (not exactly by his route) to Mr. 
Hogan’s , conclusion ‘that the locie of fact. as 
illustrated by price analyses; drives our far- 
mers to mixed farming, based on the live 
stock industry, and that cereals have their 
place in it mainly for feeding purposes. 


The Lesson of. the Beef-Milk 


Controversy. 


A few points of detail will make the situa- 

tion clearer. There are sometimes differences 
of opinkn as to wheather beef or milch 
cattle pay better. Mr. Barrington contends 
that, as “ the production of young animals is 
the govarning factor in the ‘situation,’ there- 
fore ‘the production of milk and butter cannot 
be the |jpredominant motive’ influencing the 
Irish farjner in regard to the number of milch 
cows notv kept “; which, he points out, form 
a higher percentage of the total cattle than 
those of Britain, Denmark, Holland, Bel- 
gium, Fj,ance, U.S.A. or ilew Zealanl. His 
figures, however, show butter as having a 
slightly higher trend than beef since 1922. 
And as dairying also includes the value of 
skim-milk, and is thus ancillary to the pig 
industry (not included in this summary), it 1s 
at least’ arguable that the. movement of to- 
day towards more extensive (aid also more 
intensive) dairying is a growing, if not a per- 
manent,) factor in our farming economy. But, 
allowing for a doubt, it is diss that, which- 
ever solution is accepted, the cattle industry 
continues to furnish the chief basis for our 
agricultural wealth. Again we reach a con- 
clusion accordant with the main lines of policy 
pursued at present by the Department of 
Agriculfure, followed by all those farmers 
whose fiirms easily lend themselves to a mix- 
ture of ‘cattle-raising and tillage, and by some 
who heretofore thought their land “ too good 
for dair ying.”’ 


Searching for Alternatives. 


Is there any practicable alternative to this 
way of' looking at the Irish farmers’ future 
as inescapably tied to cattle as the basis of 
mixed farming, with enough tillage (and no 
more) tí; bring him the maximum return in 
terms of live stock and their produce when 
sold at -remunerative prices? It is, of course, 
theoretically possible to restrict imports, 
abandon ing exports to a corresponding extent. 
We may. keep out coal, substituting elec- 
tricity,, and “go out of” milking cattle 
beyond the number needed for the home con. 
sumptign of meat and milk and butter. We 
can “protect” our breakfast table against 
the imported foods. including sugar, and, of 
course,i cereals. No one, indeed, proposes 
that we should put tariffs on the fruits we 
cannot grow, the orange and the banana, sub- 
stituting an extension of our own almost non- 
existen¢ orchards and fruit gardens; but even 
that wg uld be a possible policy. 

The price we should pay for all this kind 
of protection, however, would be an im- 
poveridament in the dietary of the townsman, 
and at a higher cost, as well as increased 
bills for ne the town worker and ale 
the farmer and his wife and family. We do 
not foresee the electors consenting to these 
change}: in our standards of living, and, if 
only because of this, we consider it im- 
practiaable. In any event, there are two

DUCKS LAY TWICE DAILY. 


In the championship winter section of the 
second “ Poultry Gazette” laying competi- 
tion, which concluded on the 14th et Soest 
last, the total number oí eggs. recorded: was 
6.060 from 102 birds, an average of 60 eggs 
per bird fíor the four “winter months from 
October 15th, 1927, to February 15th, 1928 
(124 days). 

The White Wyandottes averaged 64.5 eggs 
per bird. i 

Rhode Island Reds averaged 59.2 eggs per 
bird, ; 

Light Sussex averaged 46.05 eggs per bird. 

The average price received for eggs for the 
winter period was 2s. 6.4d. per doz. The 
cost of feeding was £16 10s, 9d. The amount 
received for eggs was £64 14s. 10d., leaving 
a profit of £47 14s, 10d. over the cost of 
food, or a profit per bird of 9s. 4.6d. for the 
four winter months. ~ 

The entire test consisted of 56 pens of pure- 
bred birds, divided into five sections, and to 
be eligible for prizes every pen had to show 
an average weight of 24 ounces. per.dozen 
eggs. 

The following are the averages recorded 
per bird for the 48: weeks i—

The total number of eggs produced during 
the 11 months’ test was 25,825 eggs, an 
average of 164.4 eggs per bird, compared with 
187.75 eggs for the, 1926-27 test. The 
average price received for eggs for the 11 
months was Is. 1ljd. per doz., compared 
with Is. 11.9d. per doz. for last year. 

The total amount received for eggs during 
the 11 months’ test was £181 2s. 3id. The 
cost of food, grit and shell amounted to 
£62 13s.. leaving a profit over the cost of 
fond at 17s, 2d. per bird. 


World’s Record for Ducks. 


Five pens of three ducks competed in the 
duck section, and a total of 1,123 eggs was 
recorded, an average of 74.8 eggs per duck 
for the four winter months, value £12 5s. 
6.4d. The cost of food, grit, shell, etc., was 
£5 -7s. 6d., leaving a profit (over cost’ of 
food) of 11s. 11d. per duck, 

The Khaki-Campbells average 94.7 eggs 
per duck. i ; 

Runners (fawn, and white) 
eggs per duck. 

A world’s record has been put un by 
Mr. A. N. Dickson’s nen of three Khaki- 
Camvbell ducks with 363 ecgs, an average 
of 121 eggs per duck in 124 days.. One of 
these ducks laid 115 eggs without interrun- 
tion, while the other two ducks occasionally 
laid two eggs daily. 


‘How They Were Fed. 


The birds were fed a. simple’ bnt whole. 
some mash. Grain. was fed in the morn- 
ings, and this.consisted of equal parts by 
weight of wheat, oats, and maize. In the 
spring the wheat was omitted on account of 
its high price, and at the approach of the 
summer months the cracked maize was re- 
duced. The mash was mixed to the same 
formula as was used last year. This was 
fed wet and dry. The dry mash hoppers 
were open before the birds practically all 
the time. In the early afternoon the soft 
mash was fed of the same ‘‘ Test’’ mixture, 
and the birds got. as much of it as they were 
able to eat. In the cold evenings in winter 
it was found that a little kibbled maire was 
readily eaten up. This was placed in the 
food troughs just before the birds went. to 
roost.

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GROWTH OF EXPORT PORK

Speaking before the Ports and Harbours’ 
Tribunal in Dublin, Mr. J. M. Adams, of 
the Department of Agriculture, stated that 
the export trade in fresh meat—pork, lamb, 
mutton and veal—had been increasing im 
volume rapidly during the past two years. 
The British embargo on fresh meat. (includ- 
ing pork) from any place in Europe, except 
Ireland, the Channel Islands and the Isle of 
Man gave Ireland the opportunity to recapture 
the British market by the adoption of the 
most up-to-date methods of killing, dressing 
and packing, and by speeding up, . wher: 
possible of. the transit of the meat to the 
morkets. There was, however, still need 
for a transit service to reach the Smithfield’ 
Market four or five hours earlier than at 
present... He gave the following figures,

We hear, for instance, that next year 1s 
likely tu be a trying year on the British 
butter markets if, as is probable, large over- 
seas imports flew rapidly in. Inci entaily, 
this is an additional reason for giving uniform 
support to the joint marketing of Irish butter 
which, in iswlated. and small quantities, sub- 
ject to inter-competition, becomes the “ uttle- 
‘cock of the market when faced with large 
Danish and Colonial imports. We happen 
to know of a large wholesale firm whose 
demand for Irish butter was this year multi- 
plied several score as against the 1927 demand. 
because it could be supplied in relatively 
uniform quality through a single source. 

Apart from exceptional cases, however, we 
are in this position: “nless Irish farming; 
abandoning the pursuit of the meagre wealth 
immediately possible, decides to espouse in- 
creased poverty as a desirable form of the 
““ good life,”’ there are no other avenues oper 
than those of the sign-posts which may be 
fcund in Mr. Barrington’s convincing figures. 
Unexpected changes in the world market may 
oblige us to try. whether we can remove ex- 
jsting ramparts and prepare new roads. But 
to-day’s choice lies between poverty and ‘an 
extension. of existinc schemes, coupled with 
improved qnality. We see only one direction 
in which an immediate change in a?ricultural 
policy may be usefully possible. We could, 
without protection, increase the consumption 
cf home-prodnced food, and ” give a fillip to

MACHINERY FOR THE: 
FARM. : 


CAN IT BE IMPROVED? -. 


Speaking before the Farmers’ Club in 

Don ae onday, Mr.  J.. R... Bond 
M.Se., M.B.E., Agricultural Organiser for 
Derbyshire,-made some useful remarks on the 
future development. of farm machinery ‘and 
the possibility of making improvements which 
mav reduce the cost of producing farm com- 
modities. In the course of his remarks he 


said :— 


Milking Machines. 
That the modern milking machine is effi- 
cient and an effective labour-saver is. now 
beyond dispute. That, with proper care, it 1s 
an aid to clean milk produetion has been 
shown by the results of clean milk competi- 
tions.. Whether its adoption is advisable in 
any given case, however, ‘depends «mn the 
circumstances of the particular instance. On a 
grass farm it enables the maximum’ number 
of cows to be kept with the minimum of hand 
labour. On a mixed holding, however, the 
labour necessary for other operations may be 
utilised alsy for milking; and in winter, when 
field work is limited im time and opportunity, 
the work of hand-milking may be profitable 
employment. ; 


Nutlet Machines Wanted. 

As regards the tending of cattle in build- 
ings, mention may be made of the value of 
electric light as an aid to efficient workman- 
ship, and as an amenity which those who 
have to milk and feed cows on dark winter 
mornings greatly appreciate. 

As regards food-prenaring machinery, there 
is little new to record concerning grist mills, 
chaff-cutters, cake-breakers and root-cleaners 
and slicers. These machines ‘have been 
widely adupted, even en small farms, since 
the intruduction of the small internal com- 
bustion engine. The chaffing of straw for 
litter where straw is scarce is becoming a 
common practice; chaffing not only mereases 
the absorbtive properties of the straw, but it 
also saves Jabour in the distribution cf the 
manure in the field. Possibly there i: room 
for a machine that would enable the farmer 
to make up his feeding meals into nutlet 
form. The cémvenience of having feeding 
stuffs in nutlet form is obvious; and if home. 
grown and home-ground corn could be put up 
in this form it would also solve the problem 
of feeding a balanced ration to cattle fatten- 
ing on rich grass. 


Haymaking. 

Perhaps the best example ‘of the develop- 
ment of machinerv to suit changed conditions 
of ‘farming. is the. modern equipment for 
cutting, making and carrying the ‘hay crop, 
In this series of overations- the the, the 
hand rake and the fork (nipiaiptlabed sixty or 
seventy years ago by a large and augmented 
stuff. of labourers) have been replaced or 
supplemented with a group of machines 
which enable the present reduced staff of 
regular workers to harvest an increased 
acreage of hay in a shorter time and often at 
less cost per acre than in 1850, when wages 
averaged only. about one-third of their 
present rates. 

It is not necessarv to detail the merits of 
the last addition to the series of havmakers— 
the side-delivery rake; but it is noteworthy 
that whereas in some districts this machine 
Is regarded as the most useful of all the 
hay field appliances, it is little known in 
other parts. ‘The adaptation of the tractor 
for mowing is a development, that calls for 
mention because of the fact that it quite 
doubles the output per man in this parti- 
cular operation, which had already been 
vastly accelerated by the invention of the 
horse-drawn mower. 

Manure distributing, mole --draining;, turf 
slitting and hedge cutting are other opéra- 
tions of special interest to the o¢ecupier of 
grass land, which afford scope for the use of 
» machinery... The. dung spreader is now an 
efficient machine and answers well .to. the 
needs of the dairy farmer who pursues the 
ideal of spreading the manure daily as pro- 
duced. It is not so useful to the arable 
farmer, however, who Jeaves the dung in his 
cattle yard until the end of summer and then 
wants to concentrate his teams on the work 
of carting it out; his yreatest need an this 
work is a mechanical device for loading the 
manure into the carts. 

Manure loading is made more. laborious 
and. expensive by the. use. of. carts 
with high wheels and high sides: I 
have calculated that. reducing . the height 
of the cart by 18 inchés wodld cut down thé 
physical effort of loading by about 25 “per 
cent,, and theoretically conld save about 2s. 
per day in. this operation. ;.There is certainly. 
a case for the adoption of Jower-set’ vehicles, 

Turning to machinery for the cultivation 
and harvesting of. arable. crops, the main 
problems lie in the treatmerit of. potatoes, 
sugar beet and fodder roots, all of which 
make heavy demands on the farmer’s* labour 
resources, In fact, the acreage of these 
crops cultivated on any given farm largely 
determines the labour necessary for the opera- 
tion of the entire holding, or the labour avail- 
able for the farm as a Whole détermihes wt at 
acreage of any of these crops shall be grown. 

As regards the harvesting of cereals, 
perhaps ‘the first need is for devices* which 
facilitate the cutting of laid crops: The 
conventional binder-sails or reel is com- 
paratively useless when the crop is lodged, 
and the self-binder is of least service when 
weather conditions have delayed harvesting 
orerations. It should not be difficult to de- 
sign something working on the principle of 
a swath turner which would pick up the 
grain and-turn it over towards the knife. 

The valu- of separate motive power for 
the working parts of the binder is recog- 
nisable when the machine has to work we! 
seft ground, wher2 the bull wheel tends to 
slip.

The Moscow Art Theatre.

THE CASE OF IRELAND. 

To show how a keen setse of nationalism 
in a country could, if wisely directed, be 
employed to secure peace for that country, 
no better or more illustrative example need 
be sought than that of Ireland. Ireland 
had, indeed, forced the world to think about 
the problem of nationalism, and the e1.- 
perience of the Irish people would, for all 
time, be invaluable to the nations of the 
world, would help to solve other national 
questions, and thus help to bring about a 
universal peace. During seven centuries of 
turbulent history the moral fibre of the Irish 
people had, without question, been weakened 
and their virility had been impaired. Every 
effort was made to rob the Irish people cf 
their most precious heritage — their 
nationalism—that living force which bound 
thera together in an indissoluble bond of 
common land, common language, common tra- 
dition and common interest. 

Every conceivable means was employed ly 
the dominant nation to wipe out the tradition 
of the Irish people. The dominant nation 
at. last realised that, although it could de- 
prive a weaker nation of its many martyrs, 
it could not rob it of its comsciousness, or 
of the conviction that it alone was the right- 
ful possessor of the soil of Ireland. 
The Irish people, amidst trials, fought for 
their independent existence, fought to keep 
alive tho spirit of Irish nationalism, and they 
won. To-day the Irish nation, with self- 
government, was making every endeavour to 
intensify its sense of an upbuilding nationalism 
and to give its contribution to the progress 
of humanity. The national organisation in 
the Irish Free State was day by day becoming

Beet Sugar. 


It is a far cry from Carlow, where the 
beet sugar factory at this season is work- 
ing at high pressure, to the sleepy pro- 
vincial town of Ham on the Somme. But 
tLe gap was bridged for me the other day 
by:a copy of a pamphlet advocating the 
claims of beet sugar to protection from the 
pen of no Jess a personage than the third 
Napoleon. This was one of the numerous 
publications with which Louis Napoleon 
occupied himself during his imprisonment 
at Ham by the Government of Louis 
Philippe after his inglorious failure at 
Boulogne in 1840. Beet sugar might seem 
a strange theme to inspire a prince in 
captivity, but Louis Napoleon had a 
hereditary interest of the industry, which 
was established in France by the first 
Emperor to replace the Colonial sugar cut 
off by the British blockade following the 
Berlin decrees. 

I was interested to see that Louis 
Napoleon put forward all the main 
arguments urged in the Dail in support 
of the Free State scheme, laying par- 
ticular stress on its value in providing 
work in rura) centres. Beet sugar seemed 
to attract politicians of that period. If 
I remember aright, Cavour in his early 
days was not only an enthusiastic propa- 
gandist for the industry in Italy, but was

or a nation was the preservation of its 
language, and aithough a great effort was 
being made in many directions in this 
country to revive the Irish language, the mass 
of the people had yet to contribute its share 
in that undertaking. A dying tongue could 
not be revived without first touching the 
chords of the national sentiment. They 
should sacrifice a little time and energy to 
bring about a complete wevival of a languags 
which, with its rich literature, could play 
iis part in the cultural progress of the world. 

So long as Ulster remained outside the 
Pale of Irish nationalism and refused. to 
join hands with the rest of Ireland in the 
building up of the country on a firm and 
solid tOusidution’. <promotite Trish industries, 
fostering the Irish language, encouraging 
Irish endeavour, and creating a true Trish 
atmosphere, so long would nationalism never 
be the instrument in seeuring peace for the 
whole of Ireland. It was urged that the 
differences between Ulster and the rest of 
[reland were religious differences. Although 
the majority of the Ulster people were of a 
religion: different to that of the majority of 
the peopie living in the Free State, that could 
not truthfully be said to be the real cause of 
dispute between the two. Religion, it was 
true, might be the cause of a great deal of 
enmity and hatred, but that it should con- 
stitute the root-cause of a national partition 
was hardly conceivable. 

What, then, was the cause of the split 
in this country? ‘‘ The only valid cause,’’ 
said the Auditor, “is the complete lack of a 
seuse of [rish nationalism in Ulster. The 
people of Northern Ireland have not yet 
thrown off the yoke of subserviency which 
fettered them for so many hundreds of years. 
They have not, as yet, realised that the whole 
island is the heritage of the Irish nation, and 
that Ulster—but a part of it—has no organic 
life of its own, has no nationality of its own, 
and hence, within the meaning of nationalism, 
cannot cut itself off from the rest of 
Ireland. The truth is, a sense of Irish 
nationalism has yet to be born in the six 
counties. The people there have yet to be- 
come free. They are in need of a strong will, 
an intense desire. and a sound national ap- 
petite. And as the nationalism in the Irish 
Free State is becoming the instrument of 
peace in that country, se it will become the 
instrument of peace for the undivided Ireland 
as soon as the people of the North become 
imbued with a love of their land, their people 
and their language.’’ 

The Chief Justice, Mr. Hugh Kennedy, 
K.C., proposed a vote of thanks to the 
Auditor. He said that the address had been 
characterised by a great deal of thought. He 
would not venture to engage with the Auditor 
in examining the reasons that impelled Great 
Britain to take part in the Great War.

AGAINST COMPULSORY IRISH. 


Afier a resumed debate lasting an hour 
and a half—from 9 p.m. until 10.30— 
Dail Eireann yesterday the second 
reading of the bill making Gaelic obliga- 
tory on legal practitioners. 

Only fifteen deputies voted against the 
measure, While 110 representatives of the 
various parties flocked into the “ Aye ”’ 
lobby. 

Six Government members had the 
courage to vote against the bill, but Mr. 
logan, the Minister for Agriculture, was 


‘not among them, despite his outspoken 


speech during the debate. Eight of the 
twelve Independent members and Mr. 
Coburn of the National League, also 
figured in the minority. 

Dr. Hennessy, the Government repre- 
sentative for Dublin South, made a very 
effective speech against the bill. 

After resumed debate, the Civic Guard 
estimate for £483,373 was carried by 79 
votes to 53. The Minister for Justice 
strongly denied allegations of political 
bias in the force. 

Mr. de Valera and his colleacues—with 
one notable exception—opposed the vote 
of £7,400 for ‘Haulbowline Dockyard 
hecause they were not satisfied that the 
Government was handling the ques- 
tion of the island as efficiently as it should 
do. The vote was carried by 83 votes to 
55, Mr. Corry, the Fianna Fail member 
for East Cork, swelling the Government 
majority by one.

THE OBSESSION OF A GAELIC 


STATE. 


The debate on the second reading of the 
Legal Practitioners (Qualification) Bill was 
resumed at nine o'clock. 

Mr, COBURN (National League, Louth) 
said that, assuming that solicitors and bar- 
yisters had a competent knowledge of the 
lrish language, there was no provision in the 
bill to ensure that the judges should have 
a competent knowledge of the language, so 
that there might arise the extraordinary posi- 
tion of a solicitor conducting his case in a 
language not understood by the judge on the 
bench. It was provided in the bill that the 
Chief Justice was to be the sole judge as to 
whether a person who qualified for the legal 
profession had a competent knowledge of 
Trish. There was no provision in 
the bill to secure that the Chief 
Justice himself would have a competent 
knowledge of the language. Taking it as a 
whole, he thought that the bill was a waste 
of time, and the means of an unnecessary 
expenditure of money—money which the Go- 
vernment should be slow to expend when it 
might be used for better purposes. He under- 
stood that the amount gra being spent 
on the restoration of the language amounted 
to £500,000. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that the amount was not half a million; the 
sum was more like one-tenth of that, 

Mr. COBURN said that he was glad to 
hear that. He believed that it would be 
more in the interest of the language if this 
bill had not been introduced,

To became a doctor, or a lawyer, or 
a solicitor, if a student was resident in the 
provinces, he would have to start at the 
age of fourteen or fifteen years, and by the 
time he got through his course it would cost 
him £1,500. So far as he knew the profes- 
sions, he thought it was a very bad invest- 
ment—(hear, hear)—for the return they would 
get, he added. There was nothing in the 
monopoly argument. The reason the profes- 
sions enjoyed the monopoly was that there 
was no other body to take their place. 

He had had a lot about a competent 
knowledge of Irish. It would take three 
years of study for a student to get a know- 
ledge which would do justice to his clients 
in the law courts. That was where the 
camouflage came in. 


AN EXAMINATION SCANDAL. 

They had been told about the standard in 
the National University, and that about the 
same standard would be required for the 
lawyers. He knew National University 
graduates who had passed their Irish exami- 
nation, but when they were up for a position 
and got an elementary examination in Irish 
they did not get half a mark—(hear, hear)— 
nor did they complain about the appraise- 
ment of the examiner.

FIANNA FAIL RENEW THE 


ATTACK, 

Resuming the debate on the estimate for 
the Civic Guards, 

Mr. KENT (F.F., Cork E.) said that the 
amount of £1,588,373 demanded for the up- 
keep of the Guards would come chiefly from 
the pockets of the farmers, who had ex- 
perienced one of the worst harvests for some 
years. He agreed that the Guards were a 
fine body of men as regards physique and 
intelligence, but he thought there should be 
@ reduction of the force in rural districts. 

Mr. SHAW (Government, Longford-West- 
meath) said that the Civic Guards were a 
living tribute to the memory of the late 
Minister for Justice, who was responsible for 
their successful establishment. e warmly 
repudiated a statement contained in a recent 
question, that an officer of the Civic Guard 
actively aided Cumann na nGaedheal in 
County Westmeath at the 
election. 

Mr. M. J. KENNEDY (F.F., Longford- 
Westmeath) agreed that the number of 
Guards should reduced in the country. 

Mr. HEFFERNAN, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Posts and Telegraphs, 
said that none of the deputies on the other 
side who had cried out for economy was able 
to advance a single reason why as much as 
one pound should be taken off the vote. He 
believed that they had a police force equal 
to any force in the world, but they must not 
regard that force as above criticism He had 
always felt that the police force had certain 
of the imperfections of a new force, raised as 
it had been from the ground upwards; but, 
taking into consideration the circumstances in 
which it had»been recruited, he thought that 
they could heartily congratulate themselves 
and the officers in charge of the force on the 
wonderfully effective y they had produced. 

There had been a lot of talk about reducing 
the force, but personally he had doubts 
whether the Minister could justify nimself 
in saying that the normal conditions of the 
country were such that the force could be 
reduced. They had not yet developed that 
sense of civic responsibility and sense of the 
necessity for maintaining law and order 
which was a _ guarantee that they 
could carry on with a smaller police 
force, and . until that day arrived 
it would be too soon to consider a reduction 
of the force. At the same time, they should 
not regard the present existing strength as 
stereotyped or permanent. The responsibility 
of inculcating the necessary civic spirit lay 
with the Fianna Fail Party. 

ARMISTICE DAY. , 
Mr. COONEY (F.F., Dublin N.) asked 
if the Parlianientary Secretary was prepared 
to use his influence during the coming week- 
end to prevent imperialistic displays in the 
city, which would entail extra duties on the 
Guards, and whether he would refuse to wear 


a poppy. ' 

Mr. JOSEPH X. MURPHY (Ind., Dublin 
County) asked the Minister for Justice to 
let them know what were the instructions 
issued to Guards and "bus drivers with re- 
gard to the speed at which ‘buses could be 
driven. The legal limit was 20 miles, but, 
according to a reply given by the Minister 
at question time that day, the Guards were 
not to prosecute unless ‘buses exceeded a 
speed of 25 miles an hour.

Dr. HENNESSY (Govt., Dublin 8.) sug- 
gested that the Minister might include in 
the duties of the Civic Guard duties other 
than | nom duties.

He did not want 
any of the present officials dismissed, but, 
as vacancies arose, they should be filled by 
members of the Civic Guard. 

Mr. MULLINS (F.F., Cork W.) opposed 
the vote, and said that there were too many 
barracks.

an item for maintenance and running ex- 
penses of £1,440 last year for transport out- 
side the City of Dublin. That item was 
accounted for mostly by the political activi- 
ties of this force. During the past few days 
there had been a wholesale series of raids, 
searclies, and holds-up all through the twenty- 
six counties. In his constituency some of the 
raids around Bantry commenced last Saturday 
and did not finish until Monday. The houses 
that were raided were all houses of the 
executive officers of the West Cork Committee 
of Fianna Fail, The district was a peaceable 
cne. The Bantry Town Commissioners 
a resolution protesting against provocative 
action of members of the C.I.D.

forty he was one of the best-known mining 
engineers in the world. He had offices 
in London, San Francisco, New York, 
Melbourne and Shanghai, and, when 
the broke out, was living in 
London, well on the way to high 
fortune. Then came his great chance. 
He occupied the first months of the war 
in voluntary work for American citizens 
who were stranded in Europe. While he 
was engaged in this task a Belgian, who 
had. known him in China, came to Londen 
and asked him to take charge of the

career, and devoted his whole time to this 
work, the success of which was due almost 
entirely to his remarkable genius for 
organisation. After the war be organised 
relief work throughout Europe, and when 
he went back to the United States 
to become Secretary of Commerce in Mr.

Traffic in Belfast. 


Belfast has set an example to London 
and to Dublin in its determined attempt 
The Northern 
Ministry of Home Affairs appointed in- 
spectors, who met representatives of the 
Corporation tramway service and of. the 


‘motor omnibus companies competing there- 
the House of Lords Lord Cushendun made | 


with: These inspectors have issued a 
report which faces the realities of the 
situation and makes daring recommenda- 
tions. The Corporation tramways still 
are efficient, the report declares; but, if 
the late competition were allowed to con- 
tinue unchecked, they would be obliged to 
close down. On_ the other hand, the report 
recognises that the motor omnibus affords 
““a necessary supplement’’ to the older 
means of transport. Unchecked competi- 
tion. on -the city streets, the inspectors 
point out, is perilous to the public safety. 
The problem, then, is to put an end to 
competition between tramcar and omnibus, 
and to retain the services of both in 
their’ appropriate fields.’ The solution 
proposed is a traffic monopoly for the 
Corporation within the city bounds. — It 
is recommended that the Corporation shall 
take over motor omnibuses which ply 
hetween termini within the city area, 
and shall run a co-ordinated 
of tramcar and omnibus services. On 
the: other hand, it is proposed that 
omnibus lines between the city and out- 
lying ‘parts of the Northern province shall 
be secured against destructive competition 
by the limitation of the number of the 
companies that are allowed to run vehicles 
on given routes. It is suggested. that 
omnibuses coming into the city shall not 
be allowed to take up passengers after 
they cross the ‘city boundary, and that 
onmibuses ' leaving the city shall not be 
allowed to drop passengers’ within the 
boundar y.. The effect of this last proposed 
régulation would) be to: safeguard the 
Corporation services against unreasonable 
competition, and, at the same time, fo 
protect, long-distance travellers trom the 
delays. and the. inconvenience that are 
occasioned when persons within the . ity

Once more Sicily’s voleano has thrust 
itself upon public notice, having been 
quiet. since 1923, when a serious eruption 
devoured three villages. A few days ago 
new craters opened suddenly in the side 
of Mount Etna, and streanis of lava 
began to descend in all directions. Rich 
vineyards and villages have been swept 


series } 


out of existence; the railway between 
Messina and Catania has been blocked, 
and miles of telegraph and telephone 
wires have been destroyed. The heaviest 
blow has fallen upon Mascali, a town of 
some ten thousand persons, which lies, 
above the Mediterranean, on the moun- 
tain’s eastern slope. It has been sub- 
merged partially by a ‘stream of lava that, 
towering to the height of fifteen feet, 
travelled at the unusually swift rate of 
three hundred yards an hour. Mascali 
might have shared the fate of Pompeii if 
the main tide of lava had not. been 
diverted into the bed of torrent which 
flows steeply to the sea. The situation is 
grave; for the mountain’s base is studded 
with villages and small towns, and 
experts predict that the eruption will 
continue for days or even weeks. Etna is 
a long-winded volcano, and an eruption in 
1812 lasted for six menths. Since the 
lava still is moving steadily on the eastern 
and southern slopes, the authorities have 
ordered that the town of Giarre-and half- 
a-dozen large villages shall be evacuated. 
In the meanwhile Signor Mussolini’s 
Government is taking energetic steps to 
restore communications and to relieve 
distress, and. the afflicted householders 
have not lost their heads. Troops are 
regulating the exodus from the menaced 
districts; priests are rallying . their 
parishioners to the banners of the local 
saints. Etna began to make history in 
the fifth century before Christ. Then its 
tirst known eruption happened, and then, 
according to legend, the philosopher 
Empedocles, hoping by such disappear- 
ance to secure the fame of a divine origin, 
threw himself into the crater. Since that 
time more than eighty eruptions have 
been recorded—nineteen of them in the 
nineteenth century—and it is a reasonable 
assumption that the present outburst is 
not the last. Nevertheless, we need not 
doubt that now, as before, fatalism or 
forgetfulness quickly will repopulate the 
fertile mountain-side.

An assistant librarian is required by the 
Free State Department of Agriculture, 
and the Civil Service Commissioners have 
advertised the vacancy. The qualifications 
are a “high standard of general educa- 
tion, specialised knowledge of modern 
languages, and ability to read, translate, 
summarise and expand passages from 
continental languages.” No doubt, the 
“high standard of ‘general education ”’ 
presumes a competent knowledge of Irish. 
We may believe that on this occasion the 
Department will get its assistant librarian, 
but ten years hence how many answers 
will it receive to a. like advertisement ? 
By that time the youth of the Free State 
will be completely ignorant of modern 
languages, and the study .o. such 
languages will have disappeared from the 
Free State’s schools. This prediction can 
be made with perfect confidence. 
Compulsofy Irish—which yesterday was 
clamped still more tightly on the schools 
by the Ddzl’s approval of the bill that 
requires a knowledge of Irish from futare 
barristers and solicitors—is banishing the 
modern languages, as St. Patrick banished 
the snakes. As the results of the 
recent examinations for the intermediate 
certificate showed, German is virtually 
dead in the secondary schools and French 
is dying rapidly. In ten years’ time not 
one boy. in ten thousand will be able to 
read a French novel or a German news- 
paper. Yet even an Irish-speaking Ire- 
land cannot afford to divorce itself utterly 
from .the world. The libraries (if there 
are to be any libraries) will need a few 
students. of French, German, Spanish 
and Italian. The Ministry of External 
Affairs will need a few persons who will 
be able to correspond with the Chan- 
celleries of Europe. Where will such 
persons be found? It is a quite serious 
problem—-involving, indeed, the national 
dignity—but ‘the Free State Government 
seems to be wholly indifferent to it. At 
any rate, the Minister for Education, 
challenged by the swift decay of culture, 
maintains the silence of the Sphinx.

The American Election. 


The magnitude of the majority given in 
the United States to Mr. Hoover’s“sup- 
porters in the electoral college was noted 
here with some surprise; for few people 
anticipated anything of the kind. Talking 
to an American friend this afternoon, I 
asked his opinion on the result, and he 
at once replied that it was directly due to 
Puritanism. Mr. Smith is a Roman 
Catholic, a fact sufficient to cost him many 
votes ; while Mr. Hoover isa Quaker, and, 
therefore, a Puritan, which would gain 
him many supporters. Added to these 
factors is the prohibition question, and on 
this Mr. Hoover probably swept up the 
temperance vote, and quite possibly the 
votes of many of the new women electors. 
Mr. Hoover is well known in London, 
having lived for a considerable time in a 
big house in Kensington, immediately 
under the shadow of the Albert Hall. 


The French Crisis. 


In diplomatic circles. I learnt this 
afternoon that it is thought that M. 
Roincaré probably will return to office as 
Prime Minister in the course of the next 
few days, since the passing of the Budget 
is of vital importance to France, and it is 
doubtful whether any other. Prime 
Minister. would be able to carry it, through 
Otherwise the position will be a matter of 
grave concern not only to France, but -to 
the whole of Europe. When M. Poincaré 
took office two years ago the franc was on 
the verge of complete disappearance ; but 
by handling the situation. in the most 
masterly manner he saved the curgency, 
and ‘improved the economic condition of 
France to a higher level than at any 
period. since the war. His downfall, 
though brought about. by the Radicals, is 
due tothe fact that, now danger of 
financial collapse has passed away, the 
French public is unable to realise that it 
is still necéssary to maintain the most 
rigid economy in. the national finances. 
It is possible that a few hours’ reflection 
will induce it to take a different point of 
view. 


The Debate on the Address. 


In the Lobby of the House of Commons 
this afternoon there was much talk -re- 
garding the early closing of the proceed- 
ings in the debate on the Address last 
night. It was generally agreed that Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald had made a tactical 
error in trying to steal the Liberal fire on 
the Naval Pact. In the circumstances, it 
is agreed that the Prime Minister simply 
acted with common-sense ‘in refusing to 
anticipate what he and his party leaders 
may have to say when the Pact amend- 
ment comes up for discussion. It is 
curious that the Socialists have not yet 
assimilated the quite ordinary rules of 
debate. 


Safeguarding. e 


A meeting of Conservative members has 
decided: to make representation to the 
party Whip regar“ing the omission of any 
reference to safeguarding in the Speech 
from the Throne; but it, is improbable 
that an améndment to the Address, ds 
suggested in some quarters, will bé tabled. 
It appears that there is a growing desire 
in the Conservative ranks for a definite 
advance towards protection, though the 
Government will not countenance any 
such move at the present time. It is 
obvious to the observer, however, that the 
force of opinion in favour of making pro- 
tection an issue next year is growing 
stronger, and the situation is becoming 
highly interesting. 


Seotland Yard. 


Lord -Byng of Vimy, who took un his 
post at Scotland Yard to-day,- will be 
faced with many difficult problems, and it 
is rumoured that he will start with, a con- 
siderable reorganisation of the pobice 
force, to enable detectives to be on all 
night duty at Scotland Yard and at every 
police station throughout London: ' At 
present a. policeman leaves. his beat un- 
guarded while he takes refreshment dur- 
ing the night; but in future continuous 
street duty will be arranged. A system 
whereby individual police officers can 
communicate by telephone with head- 
quarters is likely to be installed, and 
police telephone kiosks may be provided 
in al] the main streets, whereby police 
officers will be able to report at regular 
intervals. All these changes will be to 
the. good, though it probably will take 
cone little.time to bring them into opera- 
on. 


Motor Taxes. 


Motorists are wondering whether the 
next Budget will bring them any relief in 
the way of taxation; for during the first 
nine months of this year -road vehicle 
licences’ yielded the huge sum of 
£23;312,000, compared with £10,835,000, 
which was the total’ amount recéived for 
the year 1922, the yield having more than 
doubled in the course of six years." The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, is faced with 
a rather difficult problem in this connec- 
tion; for, though it was probably never 
anticipated a few years ago that such a 
large sum would: be obtained from this 
source, any reduction in the duty, would 
have the effect. of further increasing the 
number. of vehicles on the roads, which 
are already congested. 


The Archbishop of Curtrtiarn. 

The .Archbishop of Canterbury was a 
prominent figure in the House of: Lords 
yesterday, and it is expected that he wil! 
lose ligtle time. after his official retire- 
ment in taking his seat as a peer. As 
Archbishop he was not a Peer of the 
Realm, but a Lord Spiritual, which is 
quite a different thing. Dr. Davidson is 
assured of. a hearty welcome when he 
takes up his new res ee in the 
Upper House. As Arc bishop he was one 
of the official trustees of the British 
Museum, an office which he will now 
vacate ; ‘but his fellow-trustees have in- 
vited him to fill a vacant place among the 
ordinary trustees, so that he may be able 
to continue his interest in the Museum.

New Cruisers 


A feature of the new cruisers of the 
County class, now running their trials, 15 
the comparatévely small number of officers 
and men required to form theircrews.

THE NEW CABINET. 


MANY SPECULATIONS IN 
WASHINGTON.

Mr. Herbert Hoover, of California, has 
been. elected President and Mr. Charles 
Curtis, of Kansas, Vice-President of the 
Uni States by electoral and popular 
majorities, which may exceed those 
accorded to Mr. Harding in 1920 and Mr. 

The Republican Party 
has gained seats in the Senate, and may 
find itself emancipated from the possible 
control of that Chamber by a coalition of 
“ Progressives ’’ from its own ranks and 
Democrats..

Republican majority, is 
assured. ; 

There is .a certain cruelty in the 
staggering completeness of Governor 
Smith’s defeat, cause in a sense it is 
the man himself, rather than the party he 
led, who is repudiated at the polls. 


IN THE SOUTH. 


In. the South th- defection of certain 
States and an unprecedented Republican 
vote in .others, which, nevertheless, are 
still. in the Democratic column, was a 
triumph of Evangelical Protestantism 
over a Roman Catholic and opponent oí 
prohibition in a.region where sectarian 
prejudice is.rampant and the sanctity of 
the Eighteenth Amendment is dogma 

In his own State of New York his years 
of splendid service and the boisterous 
affection of the country’s greatest city 
were not enough to counter-balance the 
Social] denominational] forces, alarmed and 
agvressive as they have never been before.

MR. HOOVER’S POSITION. 

If the United States is to be the gainer 
by yesterday’s result, it will be because 
Mr. Hoover is strong enough to rise above 
some of the forces which have helped to 
elect him. He could have been chosen 
without them, but it was their weight that 
made his “ landslide,’ and they will want 
their price. 

He will have need of all his strength 
and all his independence of mind—of all 
those qualities, in short, which even his 
admirers have vainly sought in him when 
expediency rules his actions—if he is to 
justify the faith which is placed in him. 

The next President, it would be well to 
remember, is as completely and unmistak- 
ably an American as Mr. Coolidge, and 
with a dash of the aggressive in his 
patriotism, which is lacking in the present 
occupant of the White House. 


NOT AN INTERNATIONALIST. 


.His is a conception of America roman- 
ticised by long residence abroad. For him 
the American way, whether it be political, 
social or religious, is better than any 
other way, and in its essence different and 
superior. To call him, as some of his 
stupid opponents have called him, an 
‘* Internationalist ’’ is to misunderstand 
him completely, unless the word is dis- 
torted to mean a belief that the universe 
could, with sadvantage, be re-made after 
the American model. The American stan- 
dard and manner of living must be 
jealously and fiercely preserved .and nur- 
tured behind barriers until the distant 
day when all the world has been won to 
them or has accepted them. 

The composition of Mr. Hoover's 
Cabinet is already a matter of eager 
speculation, and can hardly fail to be an 
index of the man. 

It is suggested that Mr. Dwight Morrow, 
now Ambassador to Mexico, may go to the 
State Department, but this is sheer guess- 
work. Senator Borah, of Idaho, Chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Committee 
of the Senate, might be asked, and ee og 
would like to be asked, to take it ; but Mr. 
Hoover would probably offer the post with 
better vrace if he were sure in advance 
that Senator Borah would refuse. ‘The 
Senator has said that he and the 
President-elect “see eve to eye”’ in the 
‘matter of foreign policy— which is un- 
doubtedly true to-day—but who can say 
how Senator Borah would see things after 
two months in the State Department? He 
is only “regular’’ at election times, and 
is happy only when he is irregular. 


MR. MELLON. 

Mr. Mellon, it is now said, may be con- 
tinued in charge of the Treasury. The 
story that he might go to the Court of St. 
James's as Ambassador in succession to 
Mr. Houghton he himself dismissed, and 
there seems to be no doubt that he wouid 
like to remain in public life. His reten- 
tion in the Cabinet would add strength to 
the new Administration, and it is more 
than likely that this will be arranged, 
but it wonld, nevertheless, create certain 
difficulties. 

There is Mr. Ogden Mills, Under- 
Secretary of the Treasury, to -be con- 
sidered—one of Mr. Hoover's earliest and 
most devoted supporters, whose claims to 
direct promotion can hardly be overlooked, 
to say nothing to the fact that the on 
petuation of Mr. Mellon might give him 
an authority to little less than 
presidential.

At the outset the inspectors declare that, 
in their opinion, “on any view the by- 
laws, as at present submitted, could not 
receive the approva] of the Ministry.”’ 

Among the conclúsions at which the in- 
sen arrived are that the city transport 
should be a monopoly, subject to’ obliga- 


| tions and safeguards, and that the 


monopoly should be in the hands of the 
municipality ; that the financial adminis- 
tration of the tramways undertaking has 
been excellent ; that the services have been 
on the whole efficient, but that there has 
been undue crowding at certain hours 
which might have been avoided by better 
arrangement of services. 


THE TRAMWAY UNDERTAKING. 

The inspectors also express the opinion 
that the Tramway Committee. have not 
been sufficiently active and enterprising in 
the exercise of their powers for making 
use of omnibuses to supplement the tram- 
way services; that the present competition 
is. unequal and greatly increases the 
danger of traffic in the city; that 
illegitimate methods: of competition are 
being used by drivers of omnibuses; that 
if the present competition continues the 
tramway undertaking will have to close 
down. at an early date, and that the closing 
of the undertaking would have very 
serious financial consequences. 

The inspectors say further that omni- 
buses are a necessary ‘supplement to a 
tramway service for dealing with city 
transport. 


INSPECTORS’ RECOMMENDATIONS.

Counsel for the Irish Woollen and’ 
Worsted Manufacturers raised these qnes- 
tions in the course of his address replying | 
to the opposition case, when the Free State 
Tariff Commission sat for further con- 
sideration of the manufacturers’ applica- 
tion for a tariff of 25 per cent. ad valorem 
duty on woollens and worsted tissues of 
the weight oí seven ounces per square yard 
and upwards imported into the Free State. 

The Irish mill, counsel stated, sold the 
cloth to the English wholesaler, who re- 
sold it in the bunch to the Irish merchant 
at a profit of 70 per cent. To that price 
the local distributor added 37$ per cent. 
profit on sale to the consumer, Thus the 
final price to the local consumer was 
actually 247 per cent. of the original mill 
price to the British wholesaler. 


WHOLESALERS BLAMED. 


A RETAILER’S EVIDENCE. 


Mr. R. H. Mills, ‘merchant draper and 
tailor, Monaghan, giving evidence, said that 
he could now get in. Irish-made cloth the 
atterns he wanted.. The public, he found, 
are on appearance, and in his opinion the 
Free State manufacturers were far behind 
the Scottish and Yorkshire manufacturers in 
design and finish. Irish manufacturers made 
a mistake in not getting into’ direct touch 
with the retailers. During the last six or 
seven years the wholesalers were reducing the 
number of cloths from the Irish manufacturers 
and were increasing the number from. British 
manufacturers. The retail trade had never 
had a chance of getting the full range of 
Irish tweeds. , 

He himself had seen early last year in 
"Belfast a range of patterns from Free State 
manufacturers such as he had never seen In 
any wholesale house. He mentioned an 
instance of a representative of a manufacturer 
going direct to him and offering him ten 
vards of cloths from which he might. select. 
The firm was perinitted to make such an offer’ 
by the wholesalers, but, as the quantity was 
limited to the ten yards, witness could not | 
do business. This representative was the 
only representative of an Irish manufacturer 
whom * had seen in six or seven years. 
The Irish manufacturers were very much to 
blame in not getting into direct touch with 
the retailers when they found that a shrinkage 
of from eight million to two million yards 
had occurred in their output. They should 
hace offered to quote to retailers at the same 
price as wholesalers would. 

Professor Whélehan—In other words, they 
should do the work of the wholesalers? 

Witness said that the shrinkage was “one 
that certainly called for investigation, and in 
no better way than that suggested could. it 
be done. 

The Chairman remarked that the problem 
of dealing directly with the retailer was not 
so easy as at it might appear at first sight. 

Witness, continuing, said that when speak- 
ing to the representative of a Belfast firm he 
was informed that oí the turnover of that 
firm 70 per cent. had been done in Southern 
Ireland before the *mport duty had been put 
on clothing. That trade had now practically 
ceased, 

The Chairman, reminding the witness that 
_ he had described the [rish manufacturers as 
being behind in design and finish, asked— 
Have you seen many patterns? 

Mr. Mills said that he might have seen 250 
or 300 patterns, In appearance Irish cloth 
was “ dead,” while British was “live,” and 
he found that the public bought on appear- 
ance: In gnality he had nothing to say 
against Irish, and his own inclination was to 
sell all the Irish material’ he could. In the 
matter of quality he had never been let down 
by Irish cloths, 


COUNSEL’S REPLY. 


A DECLINING INDUSTRY. 

Mr. C. P. McCarthy, on behalf of the 
applicants, criticised at length the 
evidence put forward in opposition. Mr. 
Mills, he said, ha@ made a reflection on the 
Trish wholesale trade, and had suggested that 
the manufacturers shou'd go directly to the 
retailers. Why should théy not go a step | 
further and get in direct touch with the 
retailers’ customers? A previous witness had 
declared that if the mills left the business 
to the wholesalers it would be very much 
better done. : 

It was in the order of things, Mr. 
McCarthy continued, that one of their oldest 
industries should get encouragement from 
their recently-acquired powers of national 
legislation. In recent years the existence of 
their mills had been seriously imperilled. 
Their output was declining; their home 
market was disappearing; unemployment was 
rife among them, and several mills had ceased 
operating. Since 1920 over 1,000 hands had 
ceased to be employed; production had de- 
creased by nearly 2,000,000 ‘yards; the wages 
bill had decreased approximately by £125,000, 
and home sales had decreased by nearly three- 
quarters of a million sterling. Since the 
EN had been formulated two moré 
mills had unfortunately ceased working. The 
applicants souglf® to Lave the home’ market 
preserved for their products. They did a 
substantial export trade with other countries ; 
and how was it their export sales were in- 
creasing and: the: home trade showing a de- 
pressing and calamitous decline? f their 
cloths: were unsuitable, as the opposition 
alleged, for the present, - day needs, 
how was it that Mr. Wigglesworth, a big 
London. wholesaler, did the bulk of his frish 
trade in Trish woollens ? 


THE OPPOSITION. 

He submitted that the opposition was 
neither unanimous nor representative. They 
had lodged. a list of firms ‘as forming the 
group they represented, but he had laid be- 
fore the Commission letters from several firms 
in that group @isassociating themselves from 
the opposition and strongly approving of the 
my Wy Mr. Wigglesworth told them 
that he did nearly three-quarters of his Irish 
trade in Irish-made cloths. He bought cloth 
here, took it to London, and sold it back in 
the Free State. How any Irish house could 
endorse the continuance of such a perfectly 
illogical and economically suicidal method of 
selling Irish cloth he- could’ not fathom, and 
he believed that the application would re- 
ceive the whole-hearted support of the 
management and shareholders of the sound 
Irish concerns. Every Irish wholesaler was 
suffering from the absence of a tariff, for 
surely the local wholesale trade was their 
especial province, The ‘assertion by the 
opponents that tariffs increased prices was 
not founded on ‘fact, because the witnesses 
who were before the Commission from the 
“ tariffed ’’ trades make a mockery of the 
assertion, and strongly maintained that tariffs 
had actually decreased prices. The case of the 
opponents that the Irish mifls had ineffective 
methods of sales, and that they were not 
: “gan a pone in either the home or 

oreign ets, pres Porkadictel by their 
own ita eeaia, Messrs. Ca lanan, Fiteg: oD 
and O'Connor, who paid tribute.to their .ener- 
getic sales methods. 

On the question of cloth values the opposi- 
tion evidence was conflicting, and he sub- 
mitted that the cloths were eminently  suit- 
able for the local markets. The opposition 
told them that their sales to America were 
increasing yearly, and how, in face of such 
evidence, could they put forward a charge 
of unsuitability ? 

As to. the woollen distributive interests 
re ‘by the opposition, he* pointed “out 
that there were 2,257 distributors, and there 
were only 170 on the list of the: opposition 
six sper cent. of the total number.

The Irish mill sold the cloth to the English 
wholesaler and the English wholesaler re- 
sold it in the bunch to the Irish merchant 
at a profit of 70 per cent, To that price 
the local distributor added 37} per cent. 
profit on sale to the consumer. Thus, the 
final price to the loca] consumer was actually 
247 per cent. of the original mill price to 
the British wholesaler. Such a wholly waste- 
ful and economically scandalous method of 
distribution should cease. 

IRISH MILLS. 

The efficiency of the Irish mills had been 
challenged on the ground that they em- 
ployed more, operatives per loom than did 
Great Britain. The facts were that the number 
of operatives per loom in Scotland was 3.8, in 
Leeds 3.9, and in the Free State 5.9. In 
1925, the worst year in the history of the 
Irish ‘mills, £174,000 was paid in wages 
alone. 

Official figures showed that within one. year 
of the clothing tariff there was a reduction 
of 37 per cent, in value of imports, yet the 
opposition asked the Commussion to accept 
the assertion that tariffs did not stop im- 
ports. As to the statement that there was 
no extensive trade in fancy worsteds, he 
declared that the Irish manufacturers sold a 
considerable .quantity of the - better-class 
worsteds in the West Riding of ‘Yorkshire, 
which was the very stronghold of the trade 
in England... the Commission had it, on the 
sworn testimony of their opponents that their 
whole cloth range was one suitable. to their 
market, superior in certain lines to anything 
imported, and capable of being sold on com- 

etitive terms with British cloths. Free 

tate imports of woollens and worsteds repre- 
sented practically 66 per cent. of the whole 
supplies in 1926, If their imports m 1926 
were at the same rate per head of the 
opulation as were Uni States imports, 
‘ree State ~im swould<be only £35,000, 
instead of which they were nearly £1 ,200,000. 
It was never their mterition to seek a tariff 
on goods not made in the country, but on 
such goods as could be made - economically. 
They had no objection to a two-tier tariff. 
If the home market were secured, they could 
fully meet the needs of the purthasing public.

Mr. Thurtle said that the rank and file in 
the House were. becoming nothing. more than’ 
voting robots." He ‘instanced the case of Sir, 
Basil ,Peto, who had; been. threatened with 
expulsion for daring to adopt an independent 
attitude. In effect, said Mr. Thurtle,. the 
Prime Minister told his supporters that they 
muet eithes become robots or perish.

DEBATE ON ADDRESS. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn, who continued 
the general. debate on the Address, made 
his first speech as a Labour member. He: 
criticised the Prime Minister’s refusal to 
say anything on. the naval agreement with 
France pending the debate on the amend- 
ment dealing with this subject. The Prime 
Minister, he said, ought to have taken the 
earliest opportunity to remove the suspicions 
that had been aroused, and which had 
strained our good relations with the United 
States. We had put ourselves in the ridi- 
culous position of seeking an 9 Cregg with 
France in order to get the better of the 
United States, The result had been to 
give a stimulus to the big navy party in 
America. 

Colonel Howard Bury said that, if there 
was any trouble abroad with regard to the 
Naval Pact, it had been largely caused by 
Mr. Lloyd George. (Cries of dissent.) He 
hoped that nothing would be said to cast dis- 
favour on the Anglo-French Znatente, which 
had made the Locarno Treaty possible. . 

Mr. Batey diverted the talk from foreign 
policy to home affairs. He said that he 
observed for the first time a reference in the 
King’s Speech to the mining industry, and 
construed this as tantamount to a confession 
on the part of the Government that they had 
failed to find any means of relieving the 
distress in the mining areas. Mr. G. Hall 
suggested that all men in industry over sixty 
years of age should be pensioned off by the 
State. in order to find work for younger men 
who now are unemployed. 

Mr. David Kirkwood raised a slight breeze 
by charging the President of the Board of 
Trade. with having financially benefited by 
the increase of-the miners’ hours of working. 
Mr. Hope, wha--was..inthe.chai,...told..the. 
hon. member that he must not make’ personal 
attacks like that. 

Sir P. Cunliffe Lister intervened to say 
that the allegation of the hon. member was 
entirely untrue. . He had ;fully...disclosed to 
the. House any financial interest the might 
have had in the industry. Mr. Kirkwood 
said that he did not understand that the 
right hon. gentleman had given up his shares 
in the collieries, and his point was that 
colliery owners had benefited, to the detriment 
of the miners. Until that was disproved ‘he 
would not admit that he had made a mistake, 

The debate was adjourned until to-morrow,

from the entertainment duty. 

The resolutions were adopted. 

HOUSING BILL SUBSIDIES. . 

The Housing Bill, which” provides for the 
‘continuance of the payment of the housing 
subsidy until April, 1930, was considered: in 
zvommittee. : 

The Minister of Home Affairs’ (Sir Dawson 
Bates), replying to Mr. Kyle, stated that. all 
the houses built would have to‘comply with 
the specifications. iad down. No house 
received ‘the subsidy unless it. was passed by 
the inspectors.. 

Mr. le (Lab.) declared. that the speci- 
fication that had been drawn up was. not 
adhered to by .a great many of the small 
builders, who were erecting the smaller type 
‘of house, and if that were approximately 
true, a serious state of affairs was ‘develop- 
ing in Belfast. “The Belfast Corporation had 
to: set up a repair departrhent»to repair 
houses only built a few years. 

CALL FOR LARGER HOUSES. 

Mr. Davison. (Unionist) said that. both the 
Lurgan and -Armagh Urban. Councils de- 
manded that the subsidy should be given for 
houses of a larger type than six hundred.and 
fifty superficial feet. 

Mr. Cahir Healy .(Nat.) urged that the 
subsidy under the Labourers Acts should be 
increased to enable Councils to build 
labourers’. houses and let them at rents that 
the labourers could pay. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) expressed surprise 
that the Government had not agreed to in- 
crease the superficial area of the houses. 

HOUSES FOR WORKMEN. 

The Minister of Finance (Mr. Pollock) said 
that when the superficial feet was 950 and 
the subsidy £80 it was found that the class 
of house built was utterly useless for the 
working man, as the rents were too high. 
“The Government was asked to do something 
for the working. man, and they agreed to re- 
duce the size of the house and extend the 
subsidy to £100; plus the amount given by 
Jccal authorities, which in Belfast was £40. 
This enabled a kitchen house to be built at 
rents that the workers could pay, and these 
were being supplied under the scheme. The 
housing problem would never adjust itself 
until re were sufficient houses, and then 
rents would adjust themselves automatically. 

Mr. Black Unionist) said that he con- 
sidered that an additional 100 feet should be 
given for subsidy houses—namely, making 
the limit 750 superfiéial feet. 

Mr. Devlin supported this suggestién,. and 
declared that the present plan sterotyped the 
condition of affairs im housing that had re- 
volted all humane minds in the past. They 
were not solving the housing problem at all, 
but were laying deeper the roots 
of discontent amongst the people. 

PRIME MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 

The Prime Minister (Viscount Craigavon) 
said that the Government had come to the 
conclusion, after their previous experience, tv 
endeavour to solve the housing problem from 
the bottom, and try and get the country 
flooded with houses the rent of which working 
men would be able to pay. That was the 
“reason why the present’ scheme wis 
started, The Government never said that 
650 feet was the proper size for a house, but 
they had to deal with the situation as they 
found it. Ii they increased the size they 
would auteumatically reduce the number cf 
hotises that would be built. He felt that 
they were on the right lines, for fourteen 
thousand seven hundred and eight houses had 
been ‘built, and when the subsidy was 
extended to April, 1930, he believed that fully 
twenty thousand new houses would te 
provided.’ People were paying eight and nine 
shillings per week for rooms in totes houses, 
and these people should be transferred to 
homes of their own. This Act was proving a 
great success, and it would be a cruel thing 
to run the slightest risk of stopping the build- 
ing of those houses. When the demand for 
those houses showed any falling off, then it 
would be time enough to start some other 
scheme. 

The Committee stage of the bill was passed. 

lhe House adjourned.

FINANCIAL HELP FOR 
FARMERS

WHAT THE GOVERNMENT IS 

DOING. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance (for 
President Cosgravu), replying to a ques- 
tion by Mr. J. F. O'Hanlon (Ind., 
Cavan) said that the Government had con- 
tinuously under consideration proposals for 
the purpose of assisting farmers in the pre- 
sent depressed condition of agricuiture, and 
had within the past few years made provision 
for the. granting oí loans to co-operative 
societies on easy terms; for the making of 
loans to co operative creamery societies; for 
the re-organisation of the dairy industry, 
and for the establishment of the beet-sugar 
industry, and had provided the major portion 
of the capital of the Agricultural Credit Cor- 
poration. He was aware that complaints had 
been made to the effect that in some ‘cases 
farmers requiring capital to re-stock ' their 
land, or to carry out necessay improvements, 
found it difficult te obtain such capital owing 
to the requirements of .the joint stock banks, 
and the Agricultural Credit Corporation in 
the matter of security. The experience of 
the working of the Agricultural Credit Cor- 
poration Act, 1927, was not yet sufficient to 
enable a sounl judgment to be formed as to 
what extension, if any, was necessary to the 
provision of agricultural credits. 

INDEBTEDNESS TO BANKS. 

In answer to a question by Mr. Matthew 
O'Reilly (F.F., Meath) as to taking steps to 
alleviate in some way the position of nume- 
rous farmers who were seriously indebted to 
the banks, 

‘Mr. BLYTHE said that he was satisfied 
that the only. practical. method of affording 
financial assistance to farmers who were in- 
debted to the banks was through the medium 
of the Agricultural Credit | Corpora- 
tion ; and he could not accept 
the statement of the Deputy that the 
method was applicablefonly to a small 
number of cases. The Gérporation had power 
to make a loan to any farmer for the purpose 
of paying off a loan originally made to him, 
either for the purchase of land or for any 
purpose for which the Corporation might now 
lend; and the Corporation was prepared to 
give the most favourable consideration 
possible to all applicants. 

In answer to Mr. M. O'Reilly, 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the Agri- 
cultural .Credit Corporation had informed him 
that they had made many loans to farmers 
whose lands were not yet vested, and 
numerous other cases of this kind were under 
consideration, where, it was hoped, loans 
could be made. The Corporation was in close 
touch with the Irish Land Commission in 
regard to these matters, and arrangements 
had been made to facilitate as far as possible 
applicants for louns whose lands were not 
yet. vested. As regards the cases of applicants 
who hold their lands only under a “letting 
for temporary convenience,” it was ‘not 
possible for these farmers to give a valid 
charge ,on their lands to the Corporation as 
security for,a loan, but the Corporation was 
prepared in such cases. to consider applica- 
tions on the basis of personal. security.” Th 
addition, farmers of this class might obtain 
money from Agricultural Credit Societies, 
which, as the deputy was aware, were assisted 
by the loan of money from the State ón easy 
erms,

THE SONGS IN THE BOOK. 
The witness was cross-examined in detail 
as to his references to several of the songs in 
the book, and with regard to a particular 
instance it. was put to him that there was a 
suggestion that Mrs, Clandillon took an air 
from the Journal of the Folk Song Society. 
She said that she had been singing it in 
public for eighteen years. 
The witness said that Miss Lucy Broadwood 
sent a copy to Mrs. Clandillon. 
Mr, Justice Hanna asked who was Miss 
Lucy Broadwood, aud what was her con- 
nection with Irish folk songs. 
Witness—She is one of a distinguished 
family of musicians, now an elderly lady; her 
people were the Broadwood piano people. She 
was one of the founders and up to two years 
ago was editor of the jcurnal of*the Folk 
Song Society. She is also the author of 
numerous collections of Epglish folk songs. 
She came here in the summer of 1906 and 
went to a district near Cappoquin, and col- 
lected a number of Irish airs, which were 
published in the journal of the Folk Song 
Society. She is one of the most distinguished 
living folk song experts. 
The witness further said that he accepted 


Mrs. Clandillon’s statement now thai she 
did not take it from the journal of the Folk 
os Society. 

Mr. Maguire—Can you explain how it is 


that the Clandillons were singing that par- 
ticular song (referring to a song in the book) 
before 1911, when you say that it was first 
published?—-A prize was offered in 1911 at 
the Oireachtas for an. original song, words 
and air. Mr. Clandillon submitted this song 
—I do not know when he com it—and 
if got the first prize. It was published in 
the “ Claidheamh Soluis ” in July, 1911. The 
fact that it had been published anywhere is 
not stated in this book (“Londubh an 
Chairn ’’). 

Would it not have been fair to the Clan- 
dillons to have stated there, in connection 
with this song, that. it was their own work 
and had obtained a prize, rather than convey 
to the public the impression that, at any 
rate, it might have been taken from the 
““ Claidheamh Soluis ”; do you think it was 
uo part of the duty of a critic to point out 
the genuine authorship of this song and its 
source’—If I had given authors I should 
have referred to numerous cases where the 
authors were not mentioned in these notes 
(notes to '“ Londabh an Chairn’’), because 
they were not known by the editors. 

o you think that im your review it was 
right and proper to suppress the. fact that 
some of these particular items had been 
already written, printed and published by the 
Clandillons themselves’—As regards this par- 
ticular song, there is no statement whatever 
in the notes that this song had been pre- 
viously printed. 

Why did not you in common decency make 
a note in the review that, although that song 
had been pvmted before, it was undoubtedly 
the work of the Clandillons? Are they not 
entitled to reproduce their own work ?—Quite. 


THE CARNEGIE TRUST. 

Mr. Maguire asked if the witness had not 
stated on the previous day that in his belief 
the Carnegie Trust had been deceived. 
The witness hotiy objected to the use by 
counsel of the word ‘“‘deceived,”” and said that 
he did not state that the Clandillons deceived 
anybody. His belief was that the Carnegie 
Trustees, being men of ordinary intelligence 
and understanding ordinary LKnglish, were

Mr. Justice Hanna— That is what you in- 
tended to convey’? 
Witness—Certainly; that is the point. 
Replying, to Mr. Maguire, he said that the 
Carnegie Trustees were not experts in folk 
music. He had explained his belief that the 
Carnegie Trust was er a misconception 
You know that the Carnegie Trustees act 
under the advice of experts or committees ?-. 
I presume they do. ix know they have re- 
fused to disclose the names oí the people 
who advised them in the matter. 
You say that the Carnegie Trustees and 
the Oxford University Press were under a 
misconception ”— That, is my honest belief. 
The witness further said that the miscon- 
ception arose, if it did arise, from the fact 
that the experts appointed by the Trust to 
consider the hook before it was ptblished 
may have formed, and then given, a wrong 
opinion of the contents and merits of the 
book. 
Mr. Maguire—| suggest that the only rea- 
sonable conclusion that people reading your

A REVIEWER'S PROVINCE. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—In connection with 
your own works, did you or anyone on your 
behalf ever apply to the Carnegie Trust for 
assistance?’—Yos; I believe the Irish Folk 
Song Society of London did so. 

Did they get it?—No. 

Would: you call “ An Londubh ” of 1904 a 
scholarly book !—No/ “It was merely a book 
of songs without notes. 
What is your conception of your duty in 
reviewing that book towards authors and 
towards the public ?—I consider that, in the 
case of a reviewer reviewing 4 book sent to 
a paper for publication and received by him 
from that paper to review it—I consider that 
he is bound to state his honest opinion with- 
out bias or malice of that book as a whole, 
It is not incumbent upon him to throw in a 
few words of praise.in an otherwise unfavour- 
able review. He is not necessarily unfair if, 
after having formed a totally uhfavourable 
review of a Ra he says so in no uncertain 
language, provided that be keeps within the 
bounds of ordinary journalistic literary 
decency in criticism. Further, I am of the 
opinion that it is not incumbent upon a 
literary or musical critic to survey the whole 
of a book. I hold that a eritic is perfectly 
entitled to restrict his article to any par- 
ticular branch of the book that he wishes. 
Mr. Justice Hanna— Your view is that you are 
entitled to take one or two aspects of a work 
and write a review on the demerits of that, 
regardless of the merits of any other part ?— 
My own position was that 1 had looked at 
this book in all its aspects, and had found 
them invariably bad in-my honest opinion. 
Is it not a common thing for reviewers to 
give the public some information as to who 
the authors are?’—I would say not. 
In respect of the application for assistance 
which was refused by the Carnegie Trust, 
Mr. Fitzgerald said that the app’.cation 
was refused because the Trust considered that 
the work was the undertaking of such a well- 
known reprint that they did not think they 
should subscribe to it: they thought that it 
should be self-supporting. 

MH. HERBERS HUGHES, 

Mr. Herbert Hughes, examined for the 
defence by Mr. Fitageraid, said that he was 
an Lrishman, born in Belfast, and since 1911 
ha had acted as musical critic for the 
Daily Velegraph. He had made a study of 
Irish folk-songs, and was a one-time honorary 
organist at St. Peter’s Catholic Church, Bel- 
fast. In 1901 he entered the Royal College 
of Music, London, and in 1903, while stilt a 
student there, he organised, with the late 
Francis J. Biggar, a harp festival in Belfast 
and an exhibition of old texts and instru- 
ments relating to Irish traditional music. In 
1903 and 1904 he collected Irish folk-music in 
the County Donegal, and embodied the results 
of that collection in “Songs of Uladh”’ 
(Ulster), published in 1904. He was one of 
the original founders of the Irish Folk Songs 
Society and joint co-éditer with Mrs. 
Milligan-Fox of its early Journals. He ad- 
judicated at the Glens of Antrim Feis in 
1909, and produced “' Irish Country Songs,” 
which had had a large sale. He reviewed 
“ Londubh an Chairn,’’ and had never met 
Mr. O'Sullivan before he himself published 
his review. He never saw Mr. O’Sullivan’s 
review before his own was published. 
Mr. Fitzgerald (quoting trom the witness's 
review)—‘' After a vareful perusal, it is not 


easy to say for what public the volume 
is intended.... A Slight to the honour- 
able traditions of Ivish scholarship... ..

DUBLIN LANDOWNER’S APPEAL, 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 

PITZQIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 

MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the plaintiff in the case of Arthur G. Ring- 
wood, farmer, of Carduff, Blanchardstown, 
Co. Dublin, against the North Dublin R.D.C. 
from an order made in the High Court by 
Mr. Justice Sullivan and Mr. Justice Hanna, 
on appeal from an order made by the late 
Circuit Judge Dromgoole, relating to a 
scheme for the erection of labourers’ cottages 
on the plaintiff's lands. The High Court 
order appealed from varied and amended 
Judge Dromgoole’s order of 11th June, 1926, 
in some respects, directing that the respon- 
dents, the Rural District Council, should be 
at liberty to enter judgment against the 
plaintiff and appellant, Mr, Ringwood, for 
their costs of the appeal, each party to abide 
their own costs of the proceedings in the 
Circuit Court, and the respondents under- 
taking to take no steps to acquire the sites 
or plots on the plaintiff's Seon or to erect 
cottages thereon unless and until the pump 
which they proposed to sink on the lands, 
west of the sites of the cottages to be erected; 
had been sunk and was in effective working 
condition for providing a proper supply of 
water,

In Dail Eireatn yesterday, 


Mr. SEAN. LEMASS (F.F. 
asked about a visit by Civic Guards to the 
house of Thomas Shanley, Cloonagh, Dromod, 
County Leitrim, on October 15th, when thoy 
warned him and threatened him with violence. 
Mr. FiteGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, said that he had received a report on 
the matter, and he found that Mr. Shanley 
did receive a visit from a detective officer on 
the evening of October 15th. The officer was 
in making certain inqmries about the 
peace of the district. There was no founda- 
tion for the allegation that Mr. Shanley was 
threatened in any way. 

Mr. LEMASS asked if the Minister would 
ive the source of his information that Mr. 
nley was not beaten by the police officer. 
Mr. FiteGERALD-KENNEY said that he 
had received his information from the Guards, 
and when the matter was investigated the 
officer was refused any information by any 

of the inmates of the house. 

Mr. LEMASS—Am I to understand that 
your only information is the statement of the 
Guards? 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY—What other 
information does the deputy think I ought to 
have? Considering that these people refused 
to give apy information. I am convinced that, 
if they had any real. solid complaint to make, 
they would have made it. 


“BEATEN IN BARRACKS "” CHARGE. 

Mr. LEMASS further asked the Minister 
whether he was aware that Sean O'Farrell, 
ex-T.D., Dromod, County Leitrim, was 
arrested by members of the Civic Guard on 
October 15th and taken to the local barracks, 
where, it wag alleged, he was assaulted and 
seriously beaten; and if the Minister would 
state the charge on which Mr. O’Farvell was 
arrested. 7. 

Mr. FitzGERALD KENNEY said that he 
had received a report about this matter, and 
he found that Mr. OFarrell attracted the 
attention of a detective officer, and in the 
light of other information, the detective 
officer, in the discharge of his duty, appre- 
hended Mr. O’Farrell, and brought him to the 
local police barrack. O’Farrell was searched 
and questioned as to his movements, and was 
then set at liberty. He was informed that 
there was no ground for the allegation that 
O'Farrell was aesaulted or seriously beaten. 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
Lemass again raised the question of the raid 
on the house of Mr. Shanley. The reply given 
by the Minister, he suggested, bore, on the 
face of it, evidence of the guilt of the Civic 
‘Guards. Detective Officer McCartuey struck 
Mr. Sean O'Farrell with his fist on the face, 
and followed that up by giving him a severe 
beating in the barrack. After an hour and a 
quarter. during which time he was con- 
tinuously assaulted, Mr. O'Farrell was turned 
out on the road, with a threat that some 
night or other hie bullet-riddled body would 
be found on the roadside, and that every time 
he met the detective on the road he would 
kick him home again. 


NO INFORMATION FOR POLICE. 


Mr. FiteGERALD-KENNEY, who had 
barely five minutes to reply, said that the 
system of making charges and not giving 
aga to reply was not playing the 
game. e report he had received on this 
matter of Mr. Bhanley was not from the 
detective officer concerned, but from a 
superior officer, who had gone into the entire 
matter. He would very much like to know 
why Mr. Shanley or his people would not 
give information to the officer investigating 
the question, while they would go to the

In @vidence against Michael Brady, Upper 
Baggot street, Dublin, Mrs. Costello said that 
she had examined forty-five eggs in the shop, 
and found eleven unfit for human consump- 
tion. Some of them,. when. broken, had 
chickens in them. A fine of £5 was imposed. 

For a similar offence C. Hogan, Aungier 
street, was fined £1. Mrs. Costello said that 
in this case she had examined fifty-six eggs, 
and found three unfit for human consump- 


tion. 

Miéhael Burke, Cuffe street, was finéd the 
same amount for a similar offence: Mrs. 
Costello stated that she’ had‘ examined 
twenty-four eggs. two of which were unfit for 
human consumption. 

A similar fine was imposed on Kevin Daly. 
Tower Camden street. Mrs. Costello admitted 
that she had onlv found three bad eggs, and 
for the defence Mr. J. Maguiré pointed out 
that his client did an enormous trade in eggs, 
disposing of about 72,000 per week. He col+ 
lected: the eggs from ‘the farmers in the 
country and brought them by ‘motor to his 
shops in the city.

POSITION OF IRISH 
‘CREAMERIES. 

The marketing of dairy produce was under 
consideration at a private meeting of repre- 
sentatives of Irish Associated Creameries, 
Ltd., and others: interested, which. was held 
at Limerick, with the object of bringing all 
creameries ‘in the -Free State under the As- 
sociation, with a view to marketing under one 
authority. 

About twenty per cent. of the creameries 
are outside the Association, the reason ad- 
vanced being that they prefer a free market, 
unfettered by regulations or restrictions. 

It was stated at the méeting that if these 
societies did not voluntarily come in and 
work through the Associated Creameriés mar- 
keting scheme, the Minister for Agriculture 
should be asked to draft a bill making it com- 
pulsory for them to sell through the existing 
central authority.

GHOST WITH A RIFLE. 


A MILITARY SALUTE FOR 
CLARE VILLAGERS. 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
MILTOWN-MALBAY, Wednesday. 

A ghost-like form is said to have been 
appearing in the neighbourhood of Bonevella 
(Muilagh) and Ahybridge (Mullagh) for some 
time past. People who declare that they have 
seen’ the ghostly visitor describe him as “a 
man of military appearance, wearing a trench 
coat and carrving what appears to be a rifle "' 

The apparition has aile its appearance for 
the past few years «during the month: of 
November. A remarkable fact this year is 
that it is seen at Bonevella and Ahybridge at 
the same hour. Many people ‘declare that 
they’ have ‘purposely gone’ out" to get imto 
conversation with the unearthly visitor, but 
when they put a question to him he gives 
them a military’ salute and glides silently 
away. Others state that they have seen the 
Apparition vanish on the open road. 

The time at which the apparition appears 
is about 9 p.m., and it continues to walk till 
midnight, when it disappears. 

One person stated—‘‘ I have seen the ghost 
twice, contrary to my wishes, and, as I had 
the uncanny experience of coming in contact 
with it, I endeavoured to get into conversa- 
tion, and: I asked him if anything’ was 
troubling him. Suddenly I got a salute, and 
the ghost vanished.into thin air.” 

The women and children and a good many 
of tbe men will not venture out after sunset, 
fearing to come in contact with the ghost.
